THE ART TREASURES. 

As to the disposition of his wonder- 
ful collection of pictures and other 
art treasures, Mr. Morgan makes 
Plain what his own hopes on this 
point were, and yet leaves his son, 
who is his residuary legatee, entire 
freedom in the matter, using the fol- 
lowing significant language: 

“I have been greatly interested for 
many years in gathering my collec- 
tion of paintings, miniatures, porce- 
lains and other works of art, and it 
has been my desire and intention to 
make some suitable disposition of 
them or of such portfOns of them as 
I might determine, which would ren- 
der them prominently available for 
the instruction and pleasure of the 


He then says that he would rather 
his son or his grandson succeed to 
the ownership of the collections, and 
he hopes the heir will be able. as 
he shall think best, to carry out “the

He says, however, he does not in- 
tend “to impose upon my said son or 
my said grandson any duty or obliga- 
tion, legal or moral, nor to qualify i 
any manner or in any degree, his ab- 
solute and unqualified ownership of 
said collections, should they pass to 
him under this will.”’ 

PUBLIC BEQUESTS SMALL. 

The public bequests are compara- 
tively small and in the direction of 
Mr. Morgan's previous benefactions. 
For instance, in the case of the great 
Lying-in Hospital’ in New York, to 
which years ago Mr. Morgan gave 
over a million and a quarter of dol- 
lars, he desires that it receives ite 
usual endowment, known to be $100.- 
000 a year. The willl was executed as 
Inte as July 5, last, and a codicil was 
attached on January 6, only the day 
before he left for abroad, whence he 
never returned. 

After giving instructions regirding 
his burial, the will directs the pay- 
ment of his debts. funeral expenses.

TY COBB STARTS SOMETHING. 


Baseball Trust Suspected by Con- 
gressinen of Violating Sherman and 
Federal Peonage Acts.

WASHINGTON, April 19. — The 
controversy between Ty Cobb and the 
American League baseball club man- 
agement over the signing of Cobb's 
contract for this season, may result 
in an investigation by Congress to as- 
certain whether the system of players’ 
contracts of the baseball! leagues vio- 
lates the Sherman anti-trust law or 
the law against peonage. 
Representative Hardwick of Georgia 
said tonight he was working on a res- 
olution for such an investigation and 
would introduce it In the House next 
week. 

Senator Hoke Smith of Georgia tel- 
egraphed to Cobb in Georgia today 
asking him to forward to Washing- 
ton a copy of his contract and infor- 
mation regarding the conditions un- 
der which players sign. The Sena- 
tor said he wished to form an opin- 
jon as to the validity of the contract 
and to ascertain whether it was true 
players were forced to accept salaries 
and terms or be forever barred from 
playing. 

“What I understand extfsts, cannot 
exist legally,” said Senator Hoke 
Smith.

All efforts of the Governor's friends 
to remove the section especially ob- 
jectionable to the chief Executive 
failed, the attemvt ending when a 
motion to strike out the entire sec- 
tion, with the proviso that it be intro- 
duced as a separate bill, was lost on 
a vote of 15 to 14. 

The section in question was that 
by which the Governor's power to re- 
prieve condemned criminals should 
be limited to ninety days.

THE BILL OF RIGHTS, 


that “All Men” Includes Only 
Those Eligible to Citizenship. 


SAN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, April 19.——[Special Dis- 
patch.] A. Caminetti, formed Con- 
gTregsman and now State Senator, who 
is a leader of the Wilson forces in 
this State and Deinocratic executive 
chairman, gave tonight the following 
stateMent concerning the Calor view 
on the anti-alien bill: - 

“I Rave read Mr. Calor's epinion 
that the State cannot without an 
amendment to the Constitution deny 
or abridge the right «f alien Japa- 
nese to hold land in California, be- 
cause our declaration of rights pro- 
viles that ‘all men are by nature 
free and independent and have certain 
inalienable rights, among which are 
those of enjoying and defending life 
and liberty, acquiring, possessing and 
protecting property, etc.’ 

“I take the general declaration of 
the bill of rights that ‘all men’ have 
such rights, to be a general state- 
ment of a principle roferring to all 
mankind, but if it is contended that 
it applies to all men in our State, in- 
cluding alien Japanese, then I refer 
to a decision of our state Supreme 
Court (Walther vs. fLobolt, 30 Cal., 
185) wherein, interpreting the above 
question of our Constitution, the court 
declares ‘that the peoole are such as 
are born on the soil ani such foreign- 
ers as may elect to assume the rights 
of citizens by naturalization. Those 
that &re not the peopl4, have no share 
in the political power.’ 

“It follows from this decision that 
those of the people of our State who 
are not ‘born upon the soll,’ or are 
foreigners not eligible to citizenship 
by naturalization, are ot of the peo- 
ple who share in the political power. 
If they are not of the people in that 
sense, they are not of the people in 
so far as the right to hold property 
is concerned. 

“The expression, ‘the people,’ in 
the opinion is used synonymously with 
the words ‘all men,’ found in our bill 
of rights; hence ‘the reople,’ or ‘all 
men’ who have the rights set forth In 
the first quotation, ere only those 
born upon the soll and such foreign- 
ers as may elect to ossume the oeblii- 
gations of citizenship by naturaliza- 
tion: alien Japanese, not being of 
either class, are subject to the legis- 
jative will on the question‘of land 
ownership in this State. 

“Of course, I have given the ques- 
tion a hasty examination, but I be- 
lieve this decision settles the con- 


tention.”

DISPOSITION OF ESTATE. 

The disposition of the estate then 
follows, the first prvvisions being 
those for his own family. To his 
beloved wife, Francis Louisa Tracy 
Morgan, the income for life of a trust 
fund of one million doilars, with pow- 
er to dispose of the capital by will. 
Mr. Morgan explains that “I give my 
wife this power of disposition en- 
abling her to make such legacies as 
she may desire to ner relatives or 
friends or for charity.” 

Mrs. Morgan is already entitled to 
the income of a trust fund created 
by Junius Spencer Morgan (Mr. Mor- 
gan's father.) The will provides that

The next articles of the will are 
devoted to Mr. Morgan's children. 
His son, John Pierpont Morgan, II, 
receives an outright legacy of $3,000,- 
000. His two married daughters, re- 
spectively, Louisa, the wife of Her- 
bert L. Satterlee, and Juliet, the wife 
of William P. Hamilton, receive each 
the income for life from a trust fund 
of $38,000,000. These funds after- 
ward are to go to their children. The 
third daughter, Miss Anna Tracy Mor- 
gan, itkewise receives for life the in- 
come from a trust fund of $3,000,000. 
Mr. Morgan’s two sons-in-law, Wil- 
Ham Pearson Hamilton and Herbert 
Livingston Satterlee receive each an 
outright legacy of $1,000,000. 

OTHER RELATIVES. 

Having thus cared for his imme- 
diate family, Mr. Morgan proceeds to 
make provision for various relatives. 
To Jennie Bigelow Tracy (the widow 
of his brother-in-law, Charles Edward 
Tracy), the income for life of a trust 
of $1,000,000, the capital upon her 
death to go per stirpes to the issue 
of Charlies Edward Tracy. And to his 
two sisters-in-law, Clara Tracy Hop- 
pin, and Julian Brown, each the in- 
come for life from a trust fund of 
$100,000 each: these funds to be be- 
queathed in turn. 

Then follows provisions for ‘“‘Lucy

This unusual clause follows, show- 
ing Mr. Morgan's thought for all the 
persons who have been near him in 
his daily work: 

“To each of the employees at the 
time of my death of the firm of J 
P. Morgan & Co. of the city of New 
York, except Charlies W. King, above 
mentioned, an amount equal to one 
year’s salary of such employee at 
such time; to each person who shall 
survive me who was at the time of 
the dissolution of my firm of J. §&. 
Morgan & Co. of London an employee 
thereof, an amount equal to one 
year’s salary.” 

The old firm of J. S. Morgan & Co. 
was several years ago succeeded by 
Morgan, Grenfell & Co. Mr. Morgan's 
valet, Edward Phillips, receives a 
legacy of $15,000, and various annui- 
ties are provided to other servants. 
Further a legacy of $1000 is given to 
each servant of his household, wheth- 
er in New York, Cragston, Prince 
Gate or Dover House. 

The will bequeaths to the trustees 
of the estate and property of the 
diocesan convention of New York 
the following two sums: $500,000 upon 
trust, the income to apply for the 
support of the ministry of St. 
George Church, end the sum of 
$100,000 in trust, the income to be 
applied for the support of Protestant 
Episcopal missienary stations. An- 
other charitable bequest is that of 
$100,000 to the House of Kest for 
consumptives to be designated as the 


“Amelia Sturges Morgan moral 
fund.” 3 

This is in memory of Mr. Morgan’s 
first wife. 4 


Another interesting clause of the 
will provides for the continuance of 
“any allowances or payments which 
at the time of my death I shall have 
been in the habit of making regularly 
to any person or persons for their 
aid or support.” 

When he was on the witness stand 
at Washington, only a few weeks be- 
fore his death, Mr. Morgan made 
several expressions going to indicate 
his confidence in his business part- 
ners. This feeling is reiterated in 
articles of the will. 

Mr. Morgan next declares that the 
residue of his property shall be be- 
queathed to his son, John Pierpont 
Morgan, II, to “his heirs, for his and 
their own use forever.” 

To his executors, already named, 
Mr. Morgan gives the widest latitude 
and directs that no security shall be 
required of.any of them. 

One of the last clauses of the will 
explains that it is not from any lack 
of affection or regard for them that 
“this will contains no provision for 
my sisters, Sarah Spencer Morgan, 
Mary Lyman Burns and Juliet Pier- 
pont Morgan, but only because the 
property which they already have 
makes the same seem unnecessary.” 

The will is witnessed by John G. 
Milburn, lawyer of this city; Edna 
M. Blackman of Brooklyn and Lewis 
Cass Ledyard, Jr., of this city.. 

The codicil changes a bequest of 
$250,000 to “my friend, Mary Mc- 
Iivaine,”” from an outright legacy to a 
life annuity of $25,000.

an Attempt to Destroy the Famed 

Smeaton Tower. 

{BY CABLE AND A. P. To THE TIMES. | 

PLYMOUTH (Eng.) April 19.—A 
militant suffrage ‘“‘bomb troop” at- 
tempted this morning to blow up the 
famous Smeaton Tower on Plymouth 
Hoe. The tower is the original Eddy- 
stone Lighthouse, built by John 
Smeaton in 1756-59, dismantled when 
it had become antiquated and re- 
erected on the Hoe as « historic relic. 

As in many instances of recent 
date, the bomb emploved by the mili- 
tants failed to explode.

SAN BERNARDINO, April 19.— 
Local water interests are thoroughly 
aroused over the reported attempt of 
Gov. Hiram Johnson end former Gov. 
Dr. Pardee to force legislators to line 
up behind the so-called water con- 
servation bill, and pass it as an ad- 
ministration -measure. 

The bill, it is claimed, is not only 
a failure from a conservation stand- 
point, but is likely to disturb many 
existing water rights end thoroughly 
unsettle development work in many 
portions of the South. 

President G. R. Freeman of the 
Southern Counties Water Protective 
Association has been at Sacramento 
looking after the interests of the 
twenty-six mutual water companies 
composing the association, and sup- 
posed the bill was killed. But since 
returning home, he has been advised 
that the Governor is cracking the 
whip to force the legislators to line 
up behind the measure, and so he has 
@ready again left for the North. 
Before leaving he lost no time in wir- 
ing Gov. Johnson protesting against 
the bill again, declaring it to be too 
radical, “disturbing existing and set- 
tled water rights and does not con- 
serve or provide for conservation." 

HELD FOR MURDER. 

M. Galvan, who shot and very se- 
riously injured 8S. H. lewis in Chino 
several weeks ago, when he supposed 
he was shooting Marshall Berry, has 
been held to the Superior Court on 
a charge of assault to murder. Gal- 
van is alleged to have laid in wait 
for Berry after the fatter had shot 
and killed. his brother in the race 
war that raged in Chino for two days. 
He shot Lewis by mistake. Lewis 
has been confined to the hospital for 
several weeks, but is row about for 
the first time.

LIFE ENDS ON 
CURTAIN CORD. 


Espee Engineer Swings from 
Mt. Lowe Tree. 


Broods Over Serious Charge 
Made by Neighbors. 


Widow Disappears on Hear- 
ing the News. 


Suspended to the bough of a live- 
Oak tree on the heights of Mt. Lowe 
was found yesterday the body of 
Isaac Hetherington, a widely-known 
and wealthy engineer for the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad, living at No. 461 
Solano street. Worry over pending 
prosecution by the State on a grave 
charge is assigned by his relatives as 
the cause of self-destruction. 

A curtain cord was the rope of exe- 
cution, probably the most fragile 
strand that has ever lowered a man 
from life to death under such con- 
ditions. It was tiken from the Alpine 
Tavern where Hetherington had se- 
cured accommodations on the preced- 
ing nigh He had gone there to find 
surcensdg from a constant worry that 
friends feport had preyed upon his 
mind continually. 

Six weeks ago, “Ike’’ Hetherington, 
as he was famillarly called by thou- 
sands of railroad men, was one of the 
most popular engineers in the railroad 
district, and had an unusually wide 
acquaintance. He had been a trusted 
employee of the railroad for many 
years. By frugal living he had ac- 
cumulated a comfortable surplus of 
money, which he shrewdly invested in 
real estate until he become a 
man of wealth. 

RELEASED ON BONDS. 

On March 13 those who knew him 
were shocked by his arrest on a grave 
charge. The complaint was sworn 
to by neighbors of Hetherington who 


| alleged that he had mistreated chil- 


dren in the neighborhood. Hether- 
ington was placed under arrest, and 
when arraigned was released on $10.- 
000 bonds. He resigned his position 
with the railroad company and since 
has passed his time in preparing for 
the defense of his case. 

Deprived of his usual work, a rest- 
less spirit. consumed Hetherington, 
According to his relatives nothing he 
did seemed to rest him. He uld 
go for long walks, take long auto 
tours, and indulge in other methods 
of recreation to weary himself, but 
his attempts were without profit. He 
longed, he said, to be back at the 
throttle of an engine, and oftentimes 
would stroll along the ratlroad tracks. 

One night about two weeks ago he 
returned to his home covered with 
the grease and grime of an engine, but 
happy. He had gone to the railroad 
yards and for a few minutes had sat 
at the helm of one of the engines he 
had so long driven. 

On Friday he told his wife he was 
going to Mt. Lowe, thinking the cool 
heights would rest him and relieve 
the nervous strain that was preying 
upon him. He arrived at the Alpine 
Tavern in the evening, registered un- 
der his correct name, and strolled 
about, retiring at the usual hour.

On the streets where one or two 
and rarely half a dozen persons were 
to be seen in a block a decade ago 
after midnight are scores and often 
hundreds now. The “all-night popu- 
lation’”’ has become thousands. Thou- 
sands don’t seem to think about such 
a@ trifling thing as a night’s sleep oc- 
casionally. 

During a recent night one of the 
telephone companies had 15,733 calls 
from the business district and 23,- 
042 from the residence district. On 
the corresponding night one year 
previous the calls downtown werfe 11,- 
959 and from the residence section, 
11,943. A comparison with the day 
calls for the two corresponding peri- 
ods shows a pronounced tendency to 
use the wires more after dark. . 

OUT WITH IT. 


In Los Angeles it is possible to have 
a tooth pulled or a dentine bridge 
built, cash a check or deposit money, 
get a shave or a shampoo; buy a meal, 
a cigar, an ice cream soda, a dollar’s 
worth of sugar or a suit of clothes, or 
have @ prescription filled, at 3 a.m., 
or any other hour of the twenty-four. 
Certain restaurants, cigar and fruit 
Stands, drug stores, garages, banks, 
barber shops, grocery and clothing 
stores and dentists’ offices keep open 
continuously now to supply the wants 
of the large up-at-night population. 

A wholesale tobacco dealer esti- 
mated yesterday that forty cigar 
stands in the city are open all night, 
and they, of course, give employment 
to at least one man for every stand.

It is estimated 
by a foreman of one of the gangs 
that about 600 men are thus em- 
ployed every night in the city. 

While the street car laborers were 
busy with their picks and shovels a 
street-cleaning force employed by the 
city went by.

RIGHT LIGHTS 
ARE SPREADING. 


THIRTY MILES OF ILLUMINATED 
THOROUGHFARES. 


Best-Lighted Cities. 


. R. H. Manahan, City Electrician, 


yesterday reviewed the work accom- 
plished and contemplated for construc- 
tion within the ensuing few months 
on the ornamental illuminating sys- 
tem of'Los Angeles. The conclusion 


| shows that this city is to become one 


of the best lighted municipalities of 
the world and that a long  strfi@e 
toward this goal will be made during 
the ensuing summer. 

In addition to the work on this line 
to be undertaRen through regular pub- 
lic channels, there are numerous pri- 
vate projects gither in process of con- 
struction or definitely planned, a) 
which will ad much to the general 
aspect of a brilliantly lighted city. 

At the present time Los Angeles has 
nine and one-tenth miles of orna- 
mental lighting system. says Manahan 
@nd contracts are awarded for five 
and seven-tenths miles more. while 
petitions are being circulated for sys- 
tems that will aggregate more than 
five miles more. Proceedings are 
pending on systems that will give a 
length of twelve and eight-tenths 
miles—thus giving a prospect of the 
city having more than thirty miles 
of ornamental street illumination with- 
in a comparatively short time. 

This is but the beginning, for from 
numerous sources come the reports of 
aghemes for lighting projects that 
have not yet assumed definite form 


}of petition, but that are reasonably 


certain to materialize within the en- 
suing year. 
The nine miles of ornamental light- 
Ing system now in use requires the 
services of 901 posts and the cost of 
installation was approximately $95,- 
000. The operation cost is estimated 
at 860.000. These systems are on 
Main, Spring, Broadway, Hill, Fourth, 
Fifth, Pico, Harvard and Thiftd ave- 
nue. 
Contracts have been awarded for 
the constructing of similar systems on 
Sixth. Seventh, Eighth and Ninth 
streets, requiring the use of 625 orna- 
mental lamp posts. and costing ap- 
proximately $40,000. 
Proceedings are now pending for 
rojects that will aggregate about 
72,000. These include Main, from 
Pico to Thirty-sixth street; Pico, from 
Vermont avenue to Crenshaw boule- 
yard: East Ninth street, from Main to 
San Pedro: San Pedro, from Aliso to 
Jefferson; Olive street, from Sixth to 
Pico: Hill, from Pico te Washington; 
Canal street, Wilmington. from First 
to Third street; West Chester place 
and Arlington place, between Picr 
and Country Club drive; Vermont 
avenue, from Los Feliz road to Sixth 
street—this one project being three 
and two-tenths miles In length

HAT DOES SOCIALISM MEAN? 
Between the announced fundamental 
principles and the actual practices of the 
leaders of modern Socialism there is a 
chasm that all the pyramids ef Egypt could 
not fill. The great Socialist philosopher, 
Prudhomme, epitomized the doctrines of 
real Socialism in three words when he said 
“property is robbery.” Harriman, the Los 
Angeles social leader, announced in a forty- 
five minutes’ speech that the Socialists here 
ought to vote for all the bond issues, be- 
cause he as Mayor, with a Socialist Coun- 
cil, would be elected, and would have the 
spending of the money—but he won't get 
bis itching finger on any of it now, even if 
elected. 

Isaiah, the first recorded Socialist, pre- 
dicted the coming of a day when swords 
should be beaten into plowshares and there 
should be no strife between nations—but 
the day never came. The Greek Socialist, 
Plato, was the author of the idea of a co- 
operative commonwealth that was never es- 
tablished. Sir Thomas More dreamed out 
a Socialist republic which he called Utopia, 
but Utopia came not. Campanella in his 
prison cell framed a Socialist community 
which he called the City of the Sun, but the 
sun never shone on it. In our own day 
Fourier and Robert Dale Owen attempted

parts of a city benefit by each and 


evéry park property, but there is like- 


benefit than those portions which are 
more remote. As it is impossible to 
have park areas exactly evenly dis- 
tributed, the burden is very fairly 
Shared when each district pays for 
the site of its parks and the city, as 
a whole, develops and maintains them. 
This is the principle now generally 
adopted by American cities in their 
park develoment. 

The same principle applies in the 
case of streets, in that each indi- 
vidual street or district is assesed to 
pay for the original development of 
it street or streets, whieh are, how- 
ever, used and maintained by the en- 
tire city in whose benefits the entire 
clty shares. 

It is the desire of the present Park 
Commission to so arrange the as- 
seasment district for the various con- 
templated park extensions that there 
shall be no overlapping of assess-. 
ment districts. At present there are 
three park districts undergoing as- 
sessments for condemnation of park 
land, and the fourth, for the Arroyo 
Seco, is now proposed. The accom- 
panying diagram indicates these sev- 
eral districts. 

The entire southwest section . ts 
being assessed to acquire the additions 
to Exposition Park. That portion of 
the city, comprising Hollywood and 
Colegrove is purchasing a parkway 


city side to this great 3000-acre res- 
ervation. 

The northwest. section of the city 
with an assessment district ig securing 
three miles of the Silvrr Lake park- 
way—the central feature of a park- 
waysystem for Los Angeles. The entire 
east and northeast sections of tbe city 
and the downtown business section 
will form the assessment district for 
the Arroyo Seco parkway. 

A fifth district, to include the area 
between the arroyo and the Silver 
Lake assessment districts, is proposed 
to acquire the “Crest Drive Park- 
way,” connecting Silver Lake with 
Elysian and Griffith Parks. - 

Other projects are contemplated, 
so that cach séction of the city will 
do its part-—each district secure its 
own park holdings, so that every por- 
tion of the cit® may be eventually, 
ence., and only once, within a park 
assessment district. 

THE ASSESSMENT PLAN. 
Phe people of the Arroyo Seco 
parkway assessment district will not 
be assessed for the improvement of 
this parkway. The assessment dis- 
trict will acquire the land and the 
park department by its general funds 
will carry out the development. 

The park department has made 
careful estimates of the probable cost 
of the arroyo lands and outlined an 


age assessment. These assessments 
will not fall due, for more than two 
years and a bill is before the present 
Legislature making it possible for the 
assessments to be stretched over a 
period of five or ten years at the op- 
tion of those assessed. Thu the aver- 
age yearly cost of this great park 
benefit becomes almost negligible. 
The area of the proposed parkway 
to be condemned within the Los An- 
geles city limits is approximately 380 
acres. The bulldings of all kinds, with. 
this are approximately 125 in 


‘number, very few being of any con- 


siderable value. 

*The estimated cost of this con- 
demned area, both lands and develop- 
ments, is $12,250,000. The estimated 
number of lots in the assessment dis- 
trict is between sixty and sixty-five 
thousand. Thus an average aasess- 
ment of $20 per lot would be sufficient 
to raise the amount. Such an average 
could be secured by grading the as- 
sessments from $5 or $10 per lot for 
the outer-ranges of the district to 
$50 for the abutting property, and 
for the business district. 

This estimate by the Park Commis- 
sion of $1,250,000 was the result of 
a careful valuation made by individual 
blocks and tracts for both land and 
buildings within the condemned area. 
An independent estimate made by 1lo- 


mate of $943,000 and a maximum 
estimate of $1,332,900. The aver- 
age of these estimates gave for the 
land a minimum value of $1500 per 
acre or $300 per lot and a maximum 
value of $5000 per acre or $1000 
per lot. 

The assessed valuation of the prop- 
erty to be condemned as given on. 
the books of the city and county as-j 
sessors is $186,510, which is less thar 
16 per cent, of the estimated con- 
demnation value set by the Park Com- 
mission.

TURKS DYING OF CHOLERA. 


Soldiers Who Survived Siege of 

Adrianople Succumbing to Dread 

Disease in Concentration Oamps. 

[BY CABLE AND A. P. TO THE TIMES.] 

LONDON, April 1%.—Hundreds of 
Turkish soldiers who survived the 
siege of Adrianople are dying of ex- 
haustion, dysentery and cholera in 
the concentration camp outside that 
city, according to the correspondent 
of the Daily Telegraph. 

“The battle havi ceased,” says 
the correspondent, th continues 
its work and is cruely piling up 
corpses. The gtns began, and the 
cholera, dysentery and hunger—the 
rear guard. of war—are prolonging 
the massacre.” 

“The Bulgarians distributed some 
bread but are unable to do more until 
the railway bridge has been re- 
paired.

THE FLY MENACE 


By W. €. BALL. 


Do you realize the fact that the 
most serious menace to the public 


health, in the larger number 
American communities, is the com- 
mon house-fly? That the common 
house-fly is at the present time the 
most important factor in the spread 
of disease? 
tremendous ouwtiays cf money annu- 
ally for the care of sufferers from 
this disease, and further, for protec- 
tion against his many annoying and 
injurious activities? Do you know 
that the facts here suggested as true 
of American communities in general 
are strictly true of Les Angeles and 
surrounding country? And finally, do 
you know that a simpie and practical 
method of doing away with the fiy 
and the really deplorable conditions 
tor which he is directly responsible 
is known and open to adoption by the 
people of this region’? 

The spreading of disease by this 
pest is a problem to which a large 
amount of time and thought has been 
given by entomologists threughout 
the world. The United States gov- 
ernment in particular, has spent im- 
mense sums of money in efferts to ex- 
terminate it. Dr. Leland O. Howard, 
chief of the Division of Entomology, 
United States Department of Agri- 
eulture, has done gome remarkable 
work and is widely Known for what 
he has accomplished. Another scien- 
tist, Dr. Louis M. McCormick 
Asheville, N. C., following an exten- 
sive service with the guvernment, has 
devoted more than ten years to ex- 
perimenting and waging campaigns 
against the fly. Destruction of the 
living fly does not exterminate him. 
It is necessary to attack the eggs be- 
fort hatching, and as indicated above, 
a successful method of doing this 
has been developed in recent years. 

It is in the present article 
to discuss the breeding and develop- 
ment of the fiy, the great dangers 
resulting from his activities, methods 
of prevention, and to outline a ecam- 
paien for accomplishing this end.

These eggs are 
white in color and in size are about 
equivalent to grains of the finest table 
‘gait. Within twelve hours they hatch 
-and the larvae, or maggots,. begin to 
crawl. Growth in sise continues for 
eight days, nourtehment taken 
from the manure. At this time the 
larvae are transformed into chrysalis, 
a hard shell forming over the body 
and extraction of from 


larvae state. moment the fly 
resembles a large ant, having as yet 
no wings. Immediately the wings be- 
gin to grow, and within: twenty min- 
utes have reached complete develop- 
ment. The fly now begins to "hunt feed- 


ing places. 
Every female fly lays each ten days 
during its lifetime from 1560 to 200 


esgs. From this the enormous rate of 
multiplication of flies can be 
imagined. Experiment has ieated 
that the weight of the offspring from 
one fly in four months amounts to ap- 
proximately 800 pounds. The average 
life of the fly is twenty days. 

In seekirg feeding places he finds 
his way into the fil as well as 
the cleanest localities. He 1s, in fact, 
most likely to go where filth ie great- 
est, because he is cuided by odors. 
In particular he will frequent surface 
closets, garbage cans, 
and sick rooms, and will feed on dead 
animals and sores. In doing this.he 
picks up large quantities of danger- 
ous germs, among them those of ty- 
phoid, tuberculosis, blood poison, 
scariet fever, etc. The structure of his 
feet is es adapted | 
up these microbes, each 
large ones having at its end a vacuum 
cup capable of carrying thousands 
of germs. Flying directly from these 
filthy conditions jnato . dining-rooms 
and kitchens, drawn thefe again by 
odor, he walks about on freshly-pre- 
nared food, washes his feet in milk 


that is about to be used, and 80 On, 
leaving everywhere the germs he has 
brought with him. And it should be 
remarked here that -the common 


Further 
than this, he carries germs into dai- 
ries and markets. With all these facts 
in mind, could it be at all expected 
that disease would not be broadly dis- 
tributed in this way? That this actu- 
ally happens is perhaps little realized 
bv the public, but it is none the less 
strictly true, as proved by tests and 
microsco of files in 
various stages of accumulating, carry- 
ing an@ depositing germs. Flies have 
been found with their under sides— 
not their feet alone—literally alive 
with them. 

The injury done by flies to human 
life and health is by far the most sig- 
nificant result of our failure to erad- 
icate them. Damage done, however, 
to merchandise, painted surfaces, etc., 
is also an important item. White goods 
are especially subject to deterioration 
from fly specks. 

The actual cost of the common 


house fly to is represented 
by enormous sums. detail it may 
be classified as follows: That of car- 
ing for those suffering from 

such as were. mentioned previously; 
that of repairing or dam- 
aged property, and that of guarding 
against the fly. And this classifica- 
tion takes no account of the real 
economic loss to the community in 
the death of each human being who 
might be, within his own limits, a 
producer of wealth. . 

The expemsse of guarding against 
the fiy is ine dane tremendous. Few 
homes in United States do not 
make expenditures for fly paper, 
poison, insect powder and screened 
doors and windows. 


The various il) effects above out- 


lined as due to the common house fly 
are known to be absolutely prevent- 


siable. The campaign of extermina- 


tion carried out at Asheville, N. 
clearly establishes the truth of this 


claim. 
Prevention depends upon the single 
requirement of stopping the breeding 
of files of the harmful sort, which, in 
turn, involves the destruction or con- 
trol of breeding places. And since, as 
above explained, files breed only in 
fresh horse manure, all stables and 
other places where manure accumu- 
lates must be found and effectively 
dealt with. Whenever stables are 
found to be not fitted for proper dis- 
posal of manure, necessary changes 
must be made. First, a fiy-proof 
manure bin must be bullt. Such a 
bin for a small stable would resemble 
a large piano box, 60 constructed that 
flies could neither enter nor leave it, 
and of size anfficient to receive the 
accumulation of ome week. Secondly, 
all manure must be cleaned from the 
stable, particularly frem the floors. 
Thirdly, a wooden or cement floor 
must be laid. With the ble thus 
equipped, regulations for proper 
disposal of the manure must be 
tablished and rigidly enforced.

Adoption of these ices, in ad-

To date for the month, 460 per- 
mits have been granted for new 
homes alone. The valuation 
of these dwellings is $1,052,860.

000. Even without these, the figures 
are in excess of those of last year. 
That the valuation total for the 
month may soar to nearly $6,000,000 
ie evidenced by the fact that con- 
struction applications now being 


preparatory to the issuance of per- 
mits represent in the aggregate 4 
valuation of .over $3,000,000. These 
include applications for the Trinity 
Church building, $600,000; Home 
Builders block, $500,000; Merchants 
National Bank building, $869,000: 
State Armory, $200,000, and the 
Broadway Department Store, $1,000,- 
000. 
all of these structures will be granted 
this month. 

To date for the year there have 
been issued permits, represent- 
ing a valuation of $9,407,300. The 
totals for the corresponding period 
last year were 4382 permits ind 
$8,085,146. The gain ig 987 permits 
and $1,322,655 in valuation.

fortune of George Wilkinson 


was recently announced, had inher- 
ited £20,000 from an uncle who had 
dfed intestate. Wilkinson was driv- 
ing some cattle past a certain shop in 
Peterborough, kept by-a man whom 
he knew, and tossed through the 
window a letter, saying: ‘Just look 
at that, George, and see what fou 
can make of it.” George looked at 
it, and discovered that it was an inti- 
mation from a firm of solicitors tell- 
ing Wilkinson that his uncle, George 
Wilkinson, who had _ been twice 
Mayor of Barnsley, and who had died 
a bachelor, had left a fortune of 
£20,000, and that. Wilkinson was next- 
of-kin. 


a fish-hawker named Stables, well 
known in Aberdeen a few years ago, 
who, while he was wheeling a barrow 
through the streets, learned that in- 
quiries were being made for him by 
®@ firm of solicitors, and that if he 
called upon them he would “hear 
something to his advantage.”’ At first 
he was disinclined to believe the story, 
but on calling upon the solicitors he 
learned that £11,000 had been left to 
him by an uncle whom he had never 
met, ‘and, who had made a fortune 
by establishing a big sugar refinery 
in North America. 
An 
pected wealth was that concerning a 
brewer's drayman named Wood; 
who, for thirty years, was employed 
at Watney, Combe and Reid's, the 
well-known brewers. It appears that 
the relatives of his father emigrated 
tv Australia in the early years of last 


century. They had, however, been 
entirely lost eight of. Apparently 
they settled down about 150 miles 


from Sydney, bullt up a huge fortune, 
and died one by one until it was dis- 
covered that Wood was the sole re- 
maining relative and heir to a for- 
tune of close upon £1,500,000. A so- 
licittor came from the colonies to en- 
deavor to discover the heir to the for- 
tune, which he did by searching the 
birth registers at Cambridge and 
Wisbech, and was thus able to trace 
Wood. 

Five years ago Ernest Douglass. a 
miner of Durham, was informed that 
he was entitled to a fortune of no 
less than £100,000, the money being 
left to him by a great-uncle, who had 
been. successful in several industrial 
concerns. On his death in London, 
in 1906, he bequeathed the whole of 
his fortune to his great-nephew. Aj)! 
efforts to trace the heir failed and the 
money went into Chancery. Ulitimate- 
ly, however, a firm of solicitors dis- 
covered Douglass and established his 
claim to the money.

Women's Labor in Holland. 

The growing number of women who 
enter trade occupations ii Amsterdam 
caused the municipality to establish 
a women's labor exchange in 1909. 
In the three years that it has been 
operating it has increased fn import- 
ance until now the director and her 
nine assistants, also women, can 
ecarcely cope with its business. 

The bureau 4s divided into different 
departments, su as emakers, 
servants, extra helpers and various 


partment has been organized for office 
personnel —stenographers, typewrit- 
ers, clerks, etc. 

To give an idea of the extensive- 
ness .of the operations of bureau, 
and its growing popularity, 1192 girls 
found employment through its media- 
tion in the month of January, 1912, 
while 1755 were so placed in the same 
mdnth this year. Last year a total 
of 18,231 women found employment 
through this bureau. 

No fee is charged for service ren- 
dered by the bureau in this connec- 
tion, while advice and assistance to 
working women in genera! is freely 
given at all times.

E ARE now exporting American factory products to the tune of twenty 
to forty millions of dollars in excess of-a billion dollars yearly. The 
constant growth of those high-wages producing exports has been re- 
markable. Here is the record in brief of that growth: __

Practically a billion dollars a year (fully one-third wages) increase in 
sixty-two years and $537,000,000 a year in only the last twelve years, im- 
mensely to the gain of our factory wage workers.

DARROW ON UNIONISM. 


Says It Creates Ca Consideration for 
the Other Fellow But Does Not Ex- 
plain the Mobbing of Free Workmen 
[San Francisco . News-Letter:] 
Clarence Darrow, the Los Angeles la- 
bor lawyer, who recently addressed a 
gathering of trades unions in this 
city, made a plea for harmony and 
unity among the followers of labor. 
He declared it to be their duty to gain 
possession of the earth. Lgl he de- 
clared against monopoly and all com- 
bDinations of anything which might be 
called organized business. No—Labor 
has a mortgage on monopoly. Then 
he made an assertion which am 
me. He said that “There is one thing 
in which the labor movement is far 
ahead of other movements—that is has 
more consideration for the other fel- 
low.” Did you ever hear anything to 
beat that? Yet they will mob and 
browbeat the poor worker who refuses 
to give up a portion of his earnings for 
the upkeep of the leaders and agita- 
tors who live off the unions. Every 
day in this city they are attempting to 
drive a certain man out of - 
cause he hires no union help. They 
are forcing the unskilled and unorgan- 
ized among the toilers to pay high for 
their existence, and are raisjng the 


(now over nineteen billions of dollars’ 


worth yearly,) hence factory owners hunt for and find foreign markets in 
which to place their surplus products. The point for wage-earners to con- 
sider is that if the factory is disturbed by strikes or outrageous labor de- 
mands (that slavery known as “recognition of the union,” for instance,) its 
production and its pay roHs will be curtailed, and there will not be any sur- 


Consequently they, the workers, if a 


strike is on, lose not only the wages lost by the lessened product made avail- 
oo for the home demand, but they lose also the wages, 
value of the product, which would have been collected from 
soe rhe had there been a surplus product available for export. 

It happens that 1912 fiscal year was largely free of factory étrikes so 
that factory owners were able to produce and export larger quantities of

THIS UNEASY WORLD. 


AYOR FUHRMAN of Buffalo aia 
ee work when he brought about 

on April 11 a settlement of the 
strike of the motormen and conduc- 
tors of the street railway system of 
that busy city. Both sides made con- 
cessions. The strikers ‘gave up their 
demand that the negotiation on 
hours and wages for which they 
struck should be carried on with a 
committee of the union. In other 
words, they withdrew their “recogni- 
tion of the union” claims. Questions 
left open for settlement are to be 
left to three arbitrators.

In the 
six days of the strike 500 cars were

That 
was refused, and now there is open 
war and the “open shop.” 

“Help yourselves,”’ the store- 
keepers of East Liverpool, Ohio, to 
their customers when the store cerks 
went on strike a few days ago for 
more wages. Rather than employ new 
cerks the merchants are depending 
upon the honesty of their customers. 
That's a novelty in strike matters. 
The Socialists and labor unlons of 
New York City have voted to exclude 
the I.W.W. from their big May Day 
parade. Objection is made its 
members incuding anarchists syn- 
dicalists. 

Painters and laborers working on 
Buckingham Palace, London, went on 
strike after refusal of a demand for 
more pay. Their places were imme- 
diately filled. 

Australia ts In the throes of a strike 
crisis.

ARE UNLAWFUL. 


DECISION OF JUDGE DAYTON OF 


U. DISTRICT COURT. 


Judge Alston G. Dayton, of the 
United States District Court of the 


northern district of West Virginia, 
handed down a decision recently in 
which he granted a perpetual injunc- 


tion against the United Mine Workers 


of America, its officers, ents and 
members at the request of the Hitch- 
man Coal and Coke Company, of 
Wheeling, W. Va. The case was be- 
gun at the time of a strike four years 
ago, but this decision made the in- 
junction, originally granted, effective 
in the present strike situation. The 
affect of the decision is substantially 
to declare the mine workers’ union 
unlawful. 

Without any reference to the legal 
the history of the 

Between the Hitchman Coal 
ke Company and the mine 
workers forms an interesting chap- 
ter. The mines of the company are 
situated tn what is known as the Pan 
Handle of West Virginia, just across 
the Ohfo river from the State of Ohio, 
being within the jurisdiction of what 
is known as sub-district five 6f the 
Ohio end of the United Mine Work- 
ers. . e mines of the company were 
first operated in 19023 as non-union 
mines. 

Some of the company's stockhold- 
ers were owners of a mine near Mt. 
Pleasant, ©., which was operated as 

a union mine. The first appearance 
of the union came in the shape of a 
notice that if it did not operate its 
mines in West Virginian as union, the 
mines owned by the same people in 
Ohio would be shut down by a strike. 
On April 1, 1903, the demand was 
agreed to and the mine operated as 
union. . The very mext day a asatrike 
was called over a dispute regarding 
the scale price for run of mine and 
was compromised by the union re- 
a slight increase. From April 
23, 03, until April 20, 1904. vias 
mine was operated, but on the latter 
date a strike was called again.

ton lasted for months. Several 
and pages of testimony were taken 
and many hundreds more of letters 
and records of the untons read into 
the evidence. Finally the hearings 
were closed and in December of 1912. 
Judge Dayton decided that the in- 
junc BB should be perpetual, and in 
January it was so ordered. 

In his opinion, Judge Dayton traces 
the history of trade unionism in Eng 
land, both under the common lew and 
the statutes, and gradually works 

around to the point where he : 

“T have made this review of the 
English legislation and decisions in 
regard thereto to make clear the 
demonstration of the propositions: 

“First t these union combina- 
tions, unde e law, must be con- 
sidered in their three-fold relation,’ 
(a) to their own members, (b) te 
those who may employ such members, 
and (c) to the public interests. 

“Second.—That in their relations 
to their respective members, they can- 
not, even under the advanced legisia- 
tion of England, undertake to require 
by oath, by-law, constitution or rule, 
a surrender by such of their mem- 
bers of their individual freedom of 
action; that when they seek to do so 
they become illegal and, while toler- 
ated in England under the trade union 
acts, nevertheless there, by @eason of 
their illegality, neither can ho uniens 
enfeee such contracts h their 
members nor members with the 
unions, 
“Third.—That the question of le- 
gality is to be terminated from an 
examination of. the constitu- 
tion, by-laws or rules, as they may 
be called, and while some such rules 
may be lawful, yet if others unlaw- 
ful in character are of such es 
and tmportance as to dominate the 
course of such union’s action, or if 
the lawful and unlawful ones are so 
interdependent or intermingled as to 
render separation one from the other 
impracticable, then the oganization 
beeomesr wholly illegal. 

“Fourth.—That in their relations to 
the employers of their members, while 
they may use all peaceful efforts to 
advanee their members’ interest, in 
the way of aiding them to secure 
better wages, shorter hours of labor 
and better conditions in -which to 


work they cannot accomplish these

HAWAIT'S POBITION. 

Hewali's position as the world's 
greatest center of acientific sugar cul- 
ture is so enviable and unique that 
some account of the manner in which 
ft has been attained may,be in order 
here. With a comparatively smeil 
area of suitable land, with a rainfall 
far from all that could be destred at 
many points, and with labor condi- 
tlons which alone would have been 
prohibitive to any but the indomi- 
table Americans who were behind the 
industry in ite early days, Hawali has 
achieved, in less than thirty years of 
scientific culture, a position <ecund 
only to Cuba and Java among the 
World's cate sugar producing coun- 
tries. Sugar was first made there by 
a Chinaman, on the isiand of Lanai, 
‘tm 1802. His crude product was used 
In the maenufacture of rum, then in 
great demand by the whaling fleets 
that foregathered at Honolulu. The 
firet mill was put in operation on 
Kauai thirty years jater, the cane 
heving been raised on land broken by 
native-drawn plows. The rolls were 
Griven by oxen. 

Centrifugals were first employed or. 
the island of Maui in 1851, a steam 
plant following ten years later. Cvn- 

labor wes introduced from 
China at about*the same time, but the 
coolies were sent home et the expira- 
tien of their terms of service hecause 
of the jealousy their presence aroused 
among the natives.

Mills, unt- 
fenmaly as compicte and modern in 
equipmen: as the best of their for- 
elgr prototypes, are supplied from 
fields of gfeat natural fertility, which 
irrigation and intensive cultivation 
have brought to a degree of produc- 
tiveness unapproached by the record 
Yields of other lands. A crop aver- 
age of over ten tons of sugar :o the 
acre is the record of one plantation on 
the island of Oahu, whose mill is but 
a few miles from the city limits of 
Honolulu. Fifteen and sixteen tons 
of sugar—ca\. ten times that amount 
of cane—to the acre on the best land 
of the same plantation, matntained 
year. after year, is a record which 
many foreign plenters still refuse tc 
acknowledge the authenticity of. 
Irrigation has been the most potent 
wingle element operating to bring 
about these great yields and extend 
the available area of cane land. The 
9.000 acres comprising the land of 
the plentation in question and its two 
neighbors, situated on the leeward or

Here pumping the ar- 
tesian flow has been resorted to, and 
with great success. The pumps are 
huge steam-driven affairs, of either 
the centrifugal or multi-vaivular type, 
and are mostiy sunk in pairs. The 
pumping system of the Ewa planta- 
tion, from the fields of which the 
record yields I have spoken of have 
been obtained, consists of forty-two 
wells of an average depth of 660 
feet, drawn on by pumping stations 
representing an aggregate expenditure 
of close to $2,000,000. Their capactiy 
is 100,000,000 galions per day. raised 
to a height of ffem 100 to 300 feet 
above the station levels. One pump 
alone has a diurnal capacity of 26,- 
000,000 galions. 

Hawalian methods, the proverb of 
efficiency among sugar men the 
world over, have overcome these 
handicaps by a sufficient margin to 
make the industry a profitable one 
under present conditions. There is 
scant room for “leeway,” however; 
eertainiy not enough to allow Ha- 
walian growers successfully to com- 
pete in the American, or any other 
market, with sugar that has been 
raised and elaborated with $5 and 
$10. a.month labor and delivered at 
ite destination at from 20 to 50 per 
cent. of the freight the Hawaiin 
product’ must pay. Even the Pana- 
ma Canal will only serve to put Ha- 
wall about on equality with Java in 
the matter of freight rates, still leav- 
ing her at a great disadvantage as 
compared with Cuba and the other 
West Indian Islands, to say nothing 
of Germany and Austria with their 
beet sugar. With the price of labor 
constantly rising, the consequences of 
free sugar upon the Hawaiian tndus- 
try are not pleasant to contemplate. 

PORTO RICO. 

Up to the time of annexation to 
the United States Porto Rico's sugar 
crop was exceeded in value by both 
coffee and _ tobacco. Annexation, 
through giving free entry to the 
American market, gave sugar an im- 
petus which has made it the most 
striking feature in the island’s agri- 
cultural record ever since. In 1895 
but 32,600,000 worth of sugar was 
exported. In 1901 this figure had in- 
creased to $5,500,000, and in 19106 to 
over $16,000,000. Practically all the 
available sugar land of the island is 
now under cultivation, and such in- 
crease as my come in the future must 
be brought about by improved 
methods of cultivation. Manufactur- 


ing methods in Porto Rico are fully |- 


as up to date as anywhere else, but 
irrigation and fertilization are but 
littie practiced. With soil, conditions 
just as favorable, Porto Rico’s acre- 
age production averages but two tons 
to the acre against six in’ Hawail. 
With fair labor conditions and in a 
favorable position as regards a mar- 
ket. it would appear that the intro- 
duction in Porto Rico of Hawaiian 
methods of intensive cultivation might 
still leave the sugar growers of that 
island in a position to make a good 
fight for life with foreign competi- 
tors. 
THE PHILIPPINES. 

In the Philippines free sugar. will 
come merely as a jolt preliminary to 
the knockout that will follow the an- 
novncement of the forecasted 
Democratic independence programme.

The latter island has been 
characterized by government experts 
as “possessing natural advantages for 
cane sugar culture unequalled by any 
known district in the world.” and. 
naturally, high hopes have been built 
up upon what was planned to be ac- 
complished there. 

With labor conditions scarcely more 
favorable than in Hawali, and with 
high freights and an especially un- 
satisfactory steamer service to either 
coast of the United States, it is too 
much to hope that Philippine sugar 
will be able to make any headway 
against foreign competition in the 
American market. The end of the 
first year of the proposed tariff will 
probably find the Philippine sugar

stagnation that characterized it up 
to the time of American occupation. 
As far as the Philippines in genera! 
are concerned, however, that and a 
half dozen other similar blows may 
fall unnoticed in the chaos that will 
follow a definite announcement of 
independence.
